While I generally support proposals that combine good research and analysis, consider competing interests and weigh 
risks carefully to achieve improved business results, your Summer Spill Proposal has an added factor that must be 
considered - an error could result in a devastating loss of our already diminished salmon stock. Since I see only one 
reference of support (NOAA), it concerns me that you have not done adequate research to support your proposal. Good 
science and research are available and I request you consider more of these in your analysis. Please do not let dollars 
and politics outweigh other available information. And, if you must err, please err on the side of maitaining a natural 
resource for your children and mine. Don't misunderstand me, I am not necessarily opposed to your proposal, but I am 
uncomfortable with you presenting only one source (or a very limited number) of available science. My support hinges 
on three conditions being met. 1) do your research using all available sources to ensure low risk to future salmon 
stocks. 2) monitor results carefully as you implement your spill program. 3) have a contingency plan to continue or 
increase the spill if the enhancement targets are not being met. Saving money, jobs and maintaining a adequate power 
supply are all important, saving the salmon is a greater priority. Once gone, they are likely lost forever. Thank you for 
considering my comments.

This years salmon run estimates were off by 40%. We had no dam spill in 2001 , and the data is starting to show what a 
disaster that was for adult salmon returning to their native waters. We have another year of returns to look at before the 
entire story is told, but the first run of spring Chinook back from that year, was missing HALF of the 4 year olds, and 
the next year the 5 year olds were missing. Both components were 2001 out migrants. I think it is a very bad idea to 
reduce spills for salmon and hope that you'll reconsider for the sake of our fisheries. Salmon runs for the Willamette 
were very strong. Spills are not an issue there and ocean conditions would be the same for returning fish from the 
Willamette and Columbia. It seems to show that reduction of spills is what affected the Columbia return so 
dramatically. Please take this letter into consideration. -Mike
